Teachers who have earned a place in first rank by faith- 
fal work in the schools in town and those who have a well 
established reputation have been employed whenever it has 
been possible to secure their services with the lmitad 
amount of means at the hands of the school board. 

Some of the smaller schools have been supphed with 
teachers just commencing in school work, willing to give 
their best services for a small compensation and ambitious 
to earn a reputation which will secure them better pay im 
the future. While they sometimes tind they are better cal 
culated for some other occupation than that of a teacher, it 
is often safer to risk the school in the hands of a beginner 
than try a teacher whose only recommendation is that they 
have had experience. 


Lo 


It is much to be regretted that our state which is expend- 
ing large sums of money to graduate Normal School teach-- 
ers, quite a proportion of whom are engaged in the schools 
of Massachusetts, should not think if best to established 2 
training school in some academy in cach county in the state 
where our boys and girls, while acquiring their education, 
could also become thoroughly aequainted with the best 
methods for the instruction and government of the district 
school. 

The cutting away of valuable timber lots, and the depre- 
ciation in the value of other real estate, has greatly reduced 
the amount of money raised by daw for school purposes and 
although something has been added to the literary fund, 
still the amount obtained for schools falls considerably short 
of the amount secured in former years. 

Most towns have found it necessary to raise an additional 
sum than that required by law for the support of schools. 
Should Webster think it best to raise $200.00 more thate 
just what the law requires it would give three terms of nine 
weeks each, instead of twenty-one weeks for the school 
year. 

With the valuation of the town the same as last year, it 
would require a tax of less than seven cents on one hundred 
dollars to secure that amount. 

Most of the schoolhouses are in good condition, but witle 
the exception of the one at Sweatt’s Mills, they need paint- 
ing on the outside. Several could be greatly improved by 


paint and paper on the inside.
